Pursuant  to  Section  20,  Chapter  31,  1926,  of  The  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Twentieth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Insurance  Department,  giving  abstracts  of 
the  annual  statements  of  insurance  companies  authorized  to  do 
business  within  this  Province  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1932,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  those  insurers 
organized  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

The  report  further  shows  admissions,  and  withdrawals,  during 
the  year,  together  with  such  data  as  will  indicate  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  during  1932,  also  with  respect  to  administration  of  The 
Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act. 

LEGISLATION 

During  the  1932  session  of  The  Alberta  Legislature  certain 
amendments  were  made  to  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  and  cited 
“The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  1926,  Amendment  Act,  1932,”  being 
Chapter  59  of  the  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1932.  The  amendments 
came  into  force  on  the  day  upon  which  they  were  assented  to,  viz., 
April  6,  1932.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  amendments: 

Sections  107  and  108  prior  to  amendment,  applied  to  the 
effecting  of  insurance  with  unlicensed  insurers  against  loss  by  fire 
only.  As  a  result  of  the  amendment  the  sections  are  made  to  apply 
to  all  classes  of  insurance  and  thereby  prohibit  the  effecting  of  any 
class  of  insurance  with  unlicensed  insurers  except  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  section  108. 

Section  287  of  the  Act  was  amended,  providing  for  a  partial 
payment  of  loss  clause  with  respect  to  Hail  Insurance  and  regu¬ 
lating  form  of  policy. 

Section  418  was  also  amended,  by  the  addition  of  a  sub¬ 
section  permitting  endowment  insurance  contracts  by  fraternal 
societies.

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ENFORCEMENT 

The  department  was  called  upon  during  the  year  to  assist  in 
the  adjustment  of  a  considerable  number  of  claims.  Assistance 
was  rendered  this  office  by  insurers  interested,  to  effect  satisfac¬ 
tory  settlements  and  in  every  instance  without  recourse  to  the 
courts. 

Continued  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  the  matter  of 
misappropriation  of  premiums  by  agents,  a  number  of  investiga¬ 
tions  having  been  undertaken  during  the  year,  as  a  result  of  com¬ 
plaints  received.  Strong  action  is  taken  in  all  cases,  and  where  cir¬ 
cumstances  appear  to  warrant  such  action  Certificates  of  Authority 
held  by  the  agents  in  question  are  suspended,  or  cancelled,  or 
application  for  renewal  of  certificate  rejected.  Investigation  in 
the  matter  of  misappropriation  of  trust  funds  also  applies  to  The 
Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act,  offences  being  similarly  prose¬ 
cuted. 

The  following  tables  indicate  complaints  of  a  more  serious 
nature  which  have  been  investigated  both  under  The  Insurance 
and  Real  Estate  Agents’  Acts  during  the  year.  A  considerable 
number  of  investigations  of  a  minor  nature  have  been  undertaken 
other  than  those  reported  herewith,  particulars  of  which  are  on 
file.

During  the  year  all  government  institutions  were  inspected 
from  a  fire  prevention  and  insurance  point  of  view.  Buildings 
were  revalued,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  insurance  revised  accordingly,  amounts  of  insurance 
being  reduced  and  a  considerable  saving  in  premiums  effected.  In 
all,  twenty-four  new  schedules  were  prepared,  while  insurance 
covering  all  remaining  risks  was  examined  and  revised  where 
necessary. 

During  the  agency  license  year,  February  15th,  1932,  to 
February  15th,  1933,  there  were  issued  3,533  Certificates  of 
Authority,  in  the  following  classes:  1,270  Life  Certificates,  469 
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Hail  Certificates,  250  Casualty  Certificates  and  1,544  for  Fire  and 
other  classes.  This  is  a  reduction  of  795  over  the  number  of  cer¬ 
tificates  issued  last  year.  There  was  also  1  Special  Broker’s 
License  and  43  Adjusters’  Licenses  issued  during  the  year.  Several 
agents  who  had  intended  to  make  application  for  license,  or  who 
called  at  the  office  to  ascertain  if  a  license  would  be  issued  should 
an  application  be  made,  were  informed  such  application  would  be 
rejected  for  reasons  not  necessary  to  state,  or  since  they  could  not 
be  construed  fit  and  proper  persons  to  act  as  either  Insurance  or 
Real  Estate  Agents,  with  a  result  that  applications  were  not  made 
in  such  cases. 

The  Real  Estate  Agents’  licensing  year  expires  June  30th 
annually.  287  certificates,  Agents’  or  Salesmen’s,  were  issued  from 
July  1st,  1932,  to  June  30th,  1933,  while  268  certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year  1932.

As  compared  with  the  figures  for  1931,  net  premiums  written 
in  the  Province,  show  a  decrease  of  $461,199.07;  while  net  losses 
paid,  also  show  a.  decrease  of  $875,878.44.  It  is  significant  to 
note  that  the  decrease  in  insurance  losses  paid  by  insurance  com¬ 
panies,  bears  a  resemblance  to  reduction  reported  in  the  loss  by 
fire  for  the  year,  viz.,  $636,236.87,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  Premiums  received  by  insurance  companies  on  three  classes 
of  business  only  show  an  increase,  i.e.,  Hail  insurance  premiums 
collected  were  greater  than  those  collected  the  previous  year 
(1931),  by  $63,289.81,  Accident  and  Sickness  by  $19,448.27,  and 
Burglary  insurance  by  $464.35.  Losses  paid  on  the  three  classes 
of  business  mentioned  also  show  an  increase,  however,  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  previous  year,  except  Hail  insurance  losses  paid, 
which  are  less  than  those  paid  in  1931  by  $243,769.59. 

A  comparison  of  life  insurance  premiums,  disbursements,  in¬ 
surance  written,  and  at  risk  with  those  of  1931,  as  tabulated  here¬ 
with  indicate  all  to  have  decreased  with  the  exception  of  disburse¬ 
ments,  (death  claims,  matured  endowments  and  other  disburse¬ 
ments  as  indicated  in  loss  disbursements  shown  in  the  table  ap¬ 
pended  to  this  report)  which,  however,  are  greater  than  in  1931, 
to  an  amount  of  $687,939.58.

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Conference  of  The  Association  of 
Superintendents  of  Insurance  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  was  held 
at  Winnipeg,  on  September  6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th,  1932.  Every 
Province  in  Canada  with  the  exception  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
was  represented,  while  upwards  of  seventy-five  insurance  execu¬ 
tives,  underwriters  and  counsel  from  all  parts  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  representing  almost  every  organization  within  the 
insurance  business  interested  in  Canadian  insurance  legislation  and 
its  administration,  were#  in  attendance.  The  National  Convention 
of  Insurance  Commissioners,  was  represented  by  the  Hon.  Geo.  S. 
Van  Schaick,  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  by  the  Hon.  S.  A.  Olsness,  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
for  the  State  of  North  Dakota.  A  committee  representing  the 
Prairie  Division  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers’  Association,  was. 
also  in  attendance. 

Considerable  discussion  centered  around  pending  insurance 
legislation,  notably  automobile  insurance,  credit  and  free  insurance 
evil,  uniform  definitions  and  amendment  to  existing  life  and  fire 
insurance  laws  and  progress  made  Legislation  recommended  for 
enactment  was  presented  to  the  Alberta  Legislature  this  year  and 
assented  to. 

The  preceding  reports  of  provincial  or  extra-provincial  com¬ 
panies  are  set  forth  in  detail.  Tables  are  appended,  showing  the 
premiums  and  losses  in  various  classes  of  insurance  business  trans¬ 
acted  in  the  Province  by  the  individual  companies,  also  amounts 
written  and  at  risk.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  operations  of  the  office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
covering  the  period  from  January  1st,  to  December  31st,  1932, 
pursuant  to  Section  35,  Chapter  34,  1926,  (The  Fire  Prevention 
Act) . 

Every  year,  (with  the  exception  of  1930,  when  a  substantial 
reduction  in  fire  loss  of  the  Province  over  the  previous  year  was 
recorded  of  $1,162,978.90),  it  has  been  necessary  to  report  an 
increase  in  the  total  destruction  of  property  in  the  Province  by  fire. 
This  year  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  show,  for  the  second  time 
since  the  promulgation  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  a  reduction  in 
loss  sustained.  During  the  year  1932,  1,937  fires  were  reported, 
aggregating  a  loss  of  $2,495,491.80,  compared  with  2,067  fires  and 
a  loss  of  $3,131,728.67  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of 
$636,236.87.  The  loss  for  the  year  1932  is  the  lowest  reported 
since  1927.  The  reduction  is  due  probably  in  some  measure,  to 
the  fact  that  owing  to  financial  conditions,  less  insurance  coverage 
would  appear  to  have  been  maintained,  basing  the  presumption  on 
figures  supplied  by  insurance  companies  in  annual  returns  made  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  and  since  less  protection  has  been 
carried,  the  public  have  exercised  greater  precaution.  The  insur¬ 
ance  loss  during  the  year  is  reported  at  $1,931,252.76,  insurance 
premiums  during  the  same  year  having  decreased  from 
$4,109,704.99  in  1931  to  $3,781,093.13.  It  is  significant  to  note  the 
reduction  in  loss,  bears  a  resemblance  to  the  reduction  in  premiums 
paid,  being  $408,611.86  reduction  of  premiums  paid  in  1932,  com¬ 
pared  with  those  paid  in  1931,  and  $647,346.58  reduction  in  in¬ 
sured  loss  in  1932,  over  1931.  This,  I  submit,  demonstrates  what 
I  have  repeatedly  pointed  out,  that  75%  of  fires  that  occur,  are  a 
result  of  carelessness.  People,  when  not  full}"  protected  by  insur¬ 
ance,  exercise  precaution,  hence  a  reduction  in  the  fire  loss  this 
year. 

It  is  peculiar  that  the  public  does  not  realize  that  insurance 
companies  are  not  philanthropic  institutions,  and  that  the  compan¬ 
ies  merely  collect  from  the  public,  funds  with  which  to  pay 
their  fire  losses.  The  greater  the  fire  loss,  the  higher  the 
rate.  As  a  result,  every  man,  woman  and  child  contributes 
to  the  fire  waste.  What  the  people  do  not  realize  is  that 
during  the  past  ten  years,  over  forty-seven  millions  of  dollars 
have  been  lost  to  the  resources  of  Canada  as  a  result  of  the 
ravages  of  fire,  and  that  by  adding  to  this  tremendous  sum. 
the  cost  of  maintaining  fire  departments,  water  supplies  and 
other  fire  extinguishing  agencies,  an  unproductive  expenditure  of 
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more  than  one  hundred  million  dollars  has  been  incurred,  which 
if  capitalized  at  5%,  would  represent  a  sum  slightly  less  than  our 
national  debt.  It  might  also  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering 
the  decrease  in  the  fire  losses  reported,  that  the  resources  of  the 
Province  are  continually  becoming  greater,  and  as  a  result,  there 
are  more  buildings  each  year  liable  to  the  ravages  of  fire.  The 
reduction  recorded,  therefore,  is  more  significant  on  that  account. 

Pleased  as  I  am  to  report  a  reduction  in  fire  loss,  it  is  still 
more  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a  reduction  of  50%  in  the 
loss  of  life  during  the  past  year  from  fire.  Almost  every  year  since 
loss  of  life  from  burning  has  been  recorded,  twenty-five  to  thirty 
deaths  have  occurred  annually.  During  the  year  1932,  only  twelve 
fatalities  were  reported,  six  of  whom,  were  children  under  ten 
years  of  age. 

Dwellings  again  accounted  for  the  largest  portion  of  the  total 
loss,  994  being  involved,  with  damage  exceeding  $619,000.00, 
while  159  stores  with  a  loss  of  approximately  $512,000.00,  and  153 
barns  and  stables  with  a  loss  of  approximately  $100,000.00,  were 
the  second  and  third  largest  factors  respectively.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  causes  of  fires  are  similar  to  those  of  previous  years. 

Compilation  of  Statistics 

Statistics  as  recorded  are  compiled  from  loss  reports  filed  by 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  having  sustained  a  loss  by  fire,  and 
also  from  reports  submitted  by  adjustment  agencies,  insurance 
companies,  and  local  assistants. 

Legislation 

No  Amendments  were  effected  to  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  at 
the  1932  Session  of  the  Legislature,  although  Amendments  have 
since  been  effected  to  Sections  11  and  21  thereof,  and  definitions 
have  been  inserted  covering  “owner”  and  “regulations”  assented  to 
April  11,  1933.  Amendment  to  Section  11  was  effected  by  striking 
out  Subsection  (5)  thereof;  providing  for  the  payment  of  certain 
fees  to  local  assistants;  and  to  Section  21  ;  providing  greater  facili¬ 
ties  for  enforcing  compliance  with  Orders  to  Remedy  Conditions 
in  cases  where  the  owners  are  financially  or  otherwise  unable  to 
comply  with  same. 

Fire  Prevention  Exhibit  —  Edmonton  Exhibition. 

A  Fire  Prevention  Exhibit  was  again  displayed  at  the  Edmon¬ 
ton  Exhibition,  jointly  with  the  City  of  Edmonton’s  fire  department. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Edmonton  Exhibition  Board,  a  conces¬ 
sion  was  obtained  in  the  manufacturers’  building.  The  display  was 
changed  in  style,  and  with  the  assistance  of  several  city  merchants, 
was  made  very  attractive,  creating  much  public  interest.  Numer¬ 
ous  inquiries  from  persons  seeking  fire  prevention  and  insur¬ 
ance  advice,  were  answered.  As  a  result  of  the  success 
attained  at  the  Edmonton  exhibition;  the  department  has  been  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Fire  Underwriters’  Investigation  &  Loss  Informa¬ 
tion  Bureau  of  Canada,  the  City  of  Calgary’s  fire  department,  and 
the  Western  Canada  Insurance  Underwriters’  Association,  to  ar¬ 
range  for  a  similar  display  at  the  Calgary  Exhibition  this  year,  the 
City  of  Calgary  fire  department  offering  to  co-operate  to  the  same 
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extent  as  has  the  Edmonton  Department.  The  Western  Canada 
Underwriters,  and  the  Loss  Information  Bureau,  in  supporting’  the 
project,  also  guarantee  their  assistance. 

Fire  Prevention  Week 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  October  9th  to  15th,  officers  of 
this  department  co-operated  with  the  City  of  Edmonton’s  fire  de¬ 
partment,  as  well  as  with  other  fire  departments  wherever  possible, 
in  visiting  city  schools  accompanied  by  Public  School  Board  Build¬ 
ing  Commissioner,  and  on  occasion  by  one  school  trustee,  or  more. 
The  system  of  inspection  adopted  at  each  school,  was  to  arrive  un¬ 
announced,  and  immediately  register  a  fire  alarm.  Evacuation  was 
timed,  and  system  of  drill  noted,  recommendations  for  improve¬ 
ments  if  required  were  later  discussed  with  the  principal  and  build¬ 
ing  commissioner,  and  remedies  where  necessary  ordered.  Upon 
returning  to  school,  the  pupils  were  assembled,  and  given  a  talk 
on  matters  relating  to  the  prevention  week,  pupils  being  counselled 
to  act  as  fire  inspectors,  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  inspecting  their  homes,  and  instructed  in  inspection 
methods  to  adopt.  Higher  grade  scholars  were  addressed  separ¬ 
ately.  Each  school  building  was  inspected,  and  hazards  that  were 
found  to  exist  were  remedied.  During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  con¬ 
siderable  literature  was  distributed  and  fire  prevention  lectures 
given  over  Edmonton’s  two  radio  stations. 

Investigations 

During  1932,  sixty-six  fire  losses  of  suspicious  origin  were  in¬ 
vestigated;  twenty  informations  and  complaints  were  laid,  and 
eight  convictions  obtained;  details  of  same  will  be  found  in  table 
7,  appended  hereto.  There  were  three  cases  awaiting  trial  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Five  Courts  of  Inquiry  were  held  to  determine 
the  cause  and  origin  of  certain  fires.  The  only  solution  for  the 
elimination  of  the  incendiarist  is  in  the  continued,  careful,  and 
thorough  investigation,  with  all  fire  prevention  agencies  harmoni¬ 
ously  united  to  the  one  common  end.  Success,  I  am  pleased  to  re¬ 
port,  has  attended  our  efforts  in  Alberta,  where  most  happy  rela¬ 
tions  have  existed  with  such  authorities.  Results  obtained  give 
ample  proof  that  systematic  and  continued  investigation  bring  re¬ 
sults  that  are  well  worth  while.  Many  thousands  of  dollars  have 
also  been  saved  for  the  insurers,  and  incidentally  the  public,  as  a 
result  of  vigorous  investigation,  in  cases  where  it  has  not  been  pos¬ 
sible  to  secure  sufficient  evidence  to  deal  with  suspects  according 
to  law,  when  undoubtedly  guilty  persons  have  refrained  from  mak¬ 
ing  a  claim. 

Inspections 

During  the  year,  254<  towns  and  villages  were  visited  and 
inspected  by  members  of  the  Department,  187  written  Orders  to 
Remedy  Conditions  being  issued  for  the  correction  of  existing  fire 
hazards.  This  work  was  performed  in  conjunction  with  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  fire  losses.  The  co-operation  of  municipal  authori¬ 
ties  with  the  Department  is  steadily  increasing,  instanced  by  the 
number  of  requests  for  inspections  of  such  occupancies  as  hospi¬ 
tals,  and  schools  in  addition  to  special  inspection  of  towns  and 
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villages.  General  information  regarding  tlie  elimination  of  fire 
hazards  and  installations  of  fire-fighting  equipment,  is  also  given 
to  local  authorities  whenever  requested,  or  subsequent  to  inspec¬ 
tions  when  deemed  necessary.  During  the  year,  a  new  hospital 
was  completed  and  occupied  at  Wetaskiwin,  the  premises  previous¬ 
ly  used  as  a  hospital  being  condemned  for  such  purposes  by  order 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner.  Similar  action  has  been  taken  with  the 
St.  Elizabeth  Hospital  at  Barrhead.  It  is  hoped  that  a  new  build¬ 
ing  will  be  provided  and  occupied  this  summer;  in  fact,  prepara¬ 
tion  for  construction  is  already  well  advanced. 

While  it  is  important  to  maintain  equitable  rates,  moderate 
profits  and  reasonable  expenses  in  connection  with  the  business  of 
fire  insurance,  the  greatest  barrier  to  progress  in  the  direction  of 
lower  insurance  rates  is  the  cost  of  insurance  to  the  companies.  If 
the  fire  loss  of  Western  Canada,  or  of  all  Canada  for  that  matter, 
could  be  considerably  reduced  and  held  at  a  reasonable  level  for  a 
period  of  time,  fire  insurers  would  be  enabled  to  promulgate 
lower  rates,  with  an  immediate  saving  to  the  public.  It  is  essen¬ 
tial,  therefore,  that  educational  propoganda  and  inspection  be  con¬ 
tinued  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  with  a  view  to  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  carelessness,  and  removal  of  fire  hazards.
